Many have wrote upon the Utihty of the Fiſhery, but none have as yet 
ſufficiently pointed out the beſt Method and Oeconomy neceflary to be ob- 
ſerved, in order to reap thoſe Benefits naturally expe&ted by the Nation in 
ocneral, and the Proprietors in particular, 
The great Advantages made by other Nations in this Branch of Buſineſs, 
are but too obvious to need illuſtrating ; from whence I apprehend it fol- 
lows, that, if we have not yet reaped the ſame Advantages, it muſt pro- 
ceed from Miſmanagement in ſome degree or other, too common in the

Grandeur of that Creat day. Never leemd Day-lizhr ſo tedious, or Nizht fo 
flow. as that for there were them that from Two took places,and fat in expeCtation 
of what was not to be Acted till almoſt Ten, But between five and fix order 
(eem'd to have diCembogued and emptied its [nhabitants into the Boats and on the 
Shoars of Thames, the proſpect oft Freſt Fair reviving in thoſe endleſs multitudes 
that crowded and covered it. The Tyde was out, which hapened well for the 
Rable, of whom many elle would have been drown'd by Accidental flips and 
preſs of the People, which now were only Dirtyed : Squibs, Roskets, Serpents, and 
what elſe of Fire-works the Boys and Rable could reach to, were the Divertiſement 
and Dread of the People, till the long wiſh'd hour arrived.

HE Emperor my Maſter, Muly Hemet Iſmael, King of FEZ,and MOROCCO, 
| who has K7zzs tor his Slaves, and Sovereign Princes for his Tributaries, has 


ſent me to cultivate that Friendſhip with your Majeſty which has been of- 
fer*d on the Part of Great Britain by your Chieftain and Embaſſador Mr. 
'Delaval; and to congratulate You upon the many Important ViQtories and Conqueſts 
that your Majeſty's Arms have gain'd over the Two Great Followers of the Chriſti- 
an Meſſias, the Kings of France and Spazn. .

THAT if any Perſons ſhall enter into, or be found in any Park, Wood, Plantation, 
Paddock, Field, Meadow, or other open or incloſed Ground, in the N toht, that is to ſay, 
between the Hours of Eight of the Clock at Night and Six in the Morning from the Firſt 
Day of O#ober to the Firſt Day of February, or between the Hours of Ten at N ight and 
Four in the Morning from the Firlt Day of February to the Firſt Day of Ofober in each 
and every Year, having any Gun, Net, Engine, or other . Inſtrument for the Purpoſz 
and with the Intent to deſtroy, take, or kill, or ſhall wilfully deſtroy, take, or kill, 
any Hare, Pheaſant, Partridge, or any other Game; or if any Perſons ſhall be found 
with any Gun, Fire Arms, Bludgeon, or with any other offenſive Weapon, protecting, 
aiding, abetting, or aſſiſting any ſuch Perſons as aforeſaid; it ſhall and may be lawful to 
and for the Owner and Owners, Occupier and Occupiers of any ſuch Park, Wood, 
Plantation, Paddock, Fieid, Meadow, or other open or incloſed Ground, and alſo for 
his, her, or their Keeper and Keepers, Servant and Servants, and alſo for any other 
Perſon or Perſons, to feize and apprehend, or to aflift in ſeizing and apprehending ſuch 
Oitcnder or Otenders, by virtue of this At, and by the Authority of the ſame to convey 
and deliver ſuch Ottender or Ottenders into the Cuſtody of a Peace Officer, who is 
hereby authorized and directed to coavey ſuch Offender or Offenders betore fome one of 
His Mjeſty's Juſtices of the Peace for the County or Place where ſuch Offence ſhall be 
alledzed to have been committed; or in calc ſuch Offender or Ofcnders {hall not be fo 
apprehended, then it ſhall and may be lawtul for any ſuch Juſtice, on Information betore 
him on the Oath of any credible Witneſs or Witnefles, to iffue his Warrant for the

Rogues and Vagabonds; and in caſe any Perſon being fo convicted ſhall again ottend 
againſt any of the Proviſions of this Act, ſuch Perſon ſhall be deemed and taken to be 
an incorrigible Rogue, and ſhall ſuffer ſuch Pains and Puniſhments as by any Law or 
Statute in Force and Effe& are direed to be inflited on incorrigible Rogues. 


AND WHEREAS the cuſtom of Poaching in the Night, for the prevention of which 
Fvil this Law has been enacted, has of late Years been much practiſed in the Woods of 
The Ricur HonoraBLE Sik Josren Banks, near Coningsby, and in other Woods, Plan- 
tations, Fields, Meadows, and open and encloſed Places in that Neighbourhood, it has 
been thought proper to give this Notice, in order that thoſe Perſons who uſe the 1llegal 
Practice of NIGHT POACHING, may be aware of the additional Puniſhment to 
which they will be liable, if they continue thus to offend againſt the Laws of their Country.

The Parliament, ia Oliver's time, made an Ordi- 
nance to ſupport the Merchant-Adventurers of Eng- 
land, and came to this Reſolution, in a full debate of 
Trade, That the Woollen-ManufaQtures of this King 
dom conld aot be iſſued out to the Benefit of the Na+ 
tion, but by Rule and Goverament in Trade. And 
Oliver put out a Proclamation to ſupport the Charter 
of the aforeſaid Merchants, changing their Reſidence 
in Holland from Delph to Dort, and maintain'd their 
Privileges: Which gave great Encouragement to 
Trade, and was indeed his chief Support in ſo ſlip- 
pery a Station, 

King Charles the Second, for Security, fled firſt in- 
to France, and by a ſpecial Meſſenger from Oliver, was 
removed thence z notwithſtanding which, the King 
of France being an aſpiring Prince, doubtleſs made 
uſe of ſo great an opportuaity to eſtabliſh his latereſt 
with that Prince in his Exile, as ſemis plain in the 
Conſequence of Afﬀairs. 

Ar the Reſtoration of King Charles, a good Law was 
made to prevent the Exportation of our Wool. 1n 
1663. it was made Felony to all Perſons that ſhould

Aſtrologers termed him, ex Flanetarum, and ſays, He gives Rule, Riches, 
and Honour, (is Significator of Emperors, Kings, Princes, &c. ) The Swan is 
the Bird of the Sun, and alſo of his Royal Highnels.
